Re: The Star Ledger- A Statewide Newspaper with a Bias 
Against Africa 


I am writing in response to the Star Ledger’s editorial 
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entitled, “On a Power Trip in Newark”, 
printed on May 6, 1999. 


In this regard, I believe that your 
recent editorial is not only a biased opin- 
ion of the Star Ledger, but is blatantly 
untrue as well In all of the numerous 
Star Ledger articles (April 10, 15, 18, 21, 
23, 1999 and May 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 1999) 
twelve articles in twenty seven days on 
the subject of the Newark Municipal 
Council's trip to Ghana, it failed to in- 
form the public that the purpose was 
two-fold. The first week of the trade mis- 
sion to Ghana is to participate in the Sis- 
ter Cities Program and strengthen the 
City of Newark’s ties with the cities of 
Kumasi and Cape Coast. 


The purpose of the second week of 
the trip is to attend the 5th Annual Afri- 
can/African American Summit which is 
being sponsored by Dr. Leon Sullivan in 
Accra, Ghana. The Star Ledger knows 
from the information that was provided 
to them by the Office of the City Clerk, 
that these are separate events and activi- 
ties taking place in Ghana. However, in 
all of the news articles which it has pub- 
lished, the Star Ledger does not specify 
this fact. 


Another case in point regarding the 
Star Ledger’s biased reporting has to do 
with the formal Sister Cities relationship 
between the City of Newark and the 
Ghanaian cities of Kumasi and Cape 
Coast. The Star Ledger knows that there 
is fully executed Sister Cities agreement 
by the Newark City Council, the Metro- 
politan Assembly of Kumasi and signed 
by Mayor Sharpe James. However, the 
Star Ledger purposefully choose to high- 
light the issue of the prospective Sister 
Cities agreement with the Cape Coast 
Metropolitan Assembly and the Newark 
Municipal Council which agreement was 
sent to Mayor James on February 5, 1999 
and is currently awaiting execution. Cape 
Coast is not just an ordinary African 
town, it has been declared and is recog- 
nized as an international monument 
preserving the human legacy, and is 
of major importance to the African 
American community. The Star Ledger 
made deceitful implications to the gen- 
eral public that Newark’s Sister Cities re- 
lationship with those Ghanaian cities is 
an illegitimate one at best. 


A further example of the Ledger’s 
biased reporting can be cited over the is- 
sue of the expenditure of public funds. 
During the Council meeting of April 21, 
1999, when the issue of the Ghana trip 
was being debated, Council Members 
Gayle Chaneyfield-Jenkins, Bessie 
Walker and myself stated for the public 
record that we as individuals were pay- 
ing for our own air fare and hotel accom- 
modations as they pertain to the Sister 
Cities program. Star Ledger reporter 
Jesse Drucker printed the fact that 
Council Members Chaneyfield-Jenkins 
and Walker paid for their trip to Ghana, 
but he failed to mention the fact that I 
paid my way as well. 

The hotel arrangements for the 
three Council Members, two staff mem- 
bers, Dr. Jeffries and Professor James 


Smalls relates to the African/African 
American Summit held during the second 
week, from May 15th to May 22nd, not 
the Sister Cities program. 


In regard to the cost of the Ghana 
trip, the Star Ledger received informa- 
tion from the Office of the City Clerk on 
the amount of funds which were paid as 
registration fees and hotel accommoda- 
tions for the African/African American 
Summit. However, the Ledger has pur- 
posely used the combined costs of both 
activities in their expose of the Sister Cit- 
ies related activities thereby distorting 
the reality of the two trips. 


In another example of the Star 
Ledger’s biased reporting, they wrote 
about Council Member Booker’s concern 
over the expenditure of municipal funds 
as his chief concern and opposition to the 
Ghana trip However Council Member 
Booker’s original argument and point of 
contention about the trip centered 
around Dr. Leonard Jeffries participa- 
tion. Booker went so far as to attack the 
personal character of Jeffries as well as 
his credentials as an historian of African 
affairs. It wasn’t until the general public 
responded in support of Dr. Jeffries that 
Councilman Booker conveniently 
changed the focus of his objections from 
Dr. Jeffries to the question of the fiscal 
impact where he gave distorted informa- 
tion on the overall costs of the trip. 


Council Member Amador stated at 
the Council meeting held April 21, 1999 
that no public funds were ever used to go 
to Portugal and that all of those prior 
trips were financed by private funds. But 
when I provided documentation proving 
that City of Newark funds were in fact 
utilized on a Portugal trip, Councilman 
Amador changed his story, a point which 
the Star Ledger chose not highlight, but 
instead stated that it was not important. 


It appears as though the Star Led- 
ger has chosen to consistently criticize 
the City of Newark’s relations ‚with Af- 
rica, but it has not harped upon city offi- 
cials as they have traveled to such coun- 
tries as Japan China, Peru, Portugal, 
Italy, England, Israel and other places. 
None of those trips has received the ex- 
tensive coverage by the Ledger which has 
proffered twelve articles/editorials over a 
twenty seven day period, on the Ghana 
trip which by virtue of this fact, implies 
that there is a double standard in relat- 
ing to African affairs The Ledger did not 
do this amount of extensive reporting for 
twelve days on the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing or the recent shooting of children in 
Colorado. The Star Ledger, it would 
seem, is no longer reporting on news 
items, it is now creating news by badger- 
ing public officials to do what it wants, 


On April 27, 1999, the Star Ledger 
received from the Office of the City 
Clerk, copies of all of the vouchers and 
purchase orders which detailed the costs 
of the Ghana Trip. This actual docu- 
mented figure totals $22,097.00 for both 
the first and second week. However, not- 
withstanding these documented figures, 
the Ledger still chooses to print in the 
paper the unsubstantiated figures, which 


were provided by Councilman Booker 
originally in the amount of $36,000.00 
then in the amount of $25,769.00. The 
Ledger also falsely reports that Dr. 
Jeffries the Council Consultant received 
$7,000.00 for “pocket money” for the trip. 
I would like to state for the record that 
Dr. Jeffries receives no pocket money 
from the City of Newark. The $7,000.00 
contract which the Council approved on 
his behalf pays the air fare, hotel and 
conference registration fees to the Afri- 
can/Afriean American Summit for Dr. 
Jeffries and his associate Professor 
James Smalls of CUNY. Dr. Jeffries and 
Professor Smalls not be in receipt of any 
direct funds from Newark. The purchase 
orders which the Ledger was provided in- ' 
dicated that checks were made out to the 
travel agent and the African/African 
American Summit. 


The previous combined trips to 
China, Israel, Italy and Peru all indi- 
vidually expended more city funds than 
the transportation costs for Dr. Jeffries - 
but the Star Ledger did not write twelve 
articles or editorials on those trips. 


The real issue which the Star Led- 
ger is addressing is the participation of 
Dr. Jeffries and his consultant services to 
African American elected officials who 
are involved with the Sister Cities pro- 
gram and the African/African American 
Summit. The Ledger is mindful of the 
fact that there are few persons within the 
historical community who have the scho- 
lastic achievement, first hand knowledge, 
and hands on information as Dr. Jeffries. 
The Newark City Council and the resi- 
dents of the City of Newark have made it 
clear that Dr. Jeffries’ technical assis- 
tance on African affairs is not in ques- 
tion. The question of his political views is 
the primary motivation of the Ledger. 
The Council is not hiring Dr. Jeffries for 
his political views. 


In closing, it is most interesting to 
note that those persons and organiza- 
tions ( i.e. Steve Adubato, Cory 
Booker Augusto Amador, Paul 
Mulshine, Walter Fields, Jesse 
Drucker) which have been the most 
critical of Newark’s involvement with 
Ghana, have been silent on the issue of 
racial profiling within the State of New 
Jersey. I would be remiss if I did not 
state that the Star Ledger’s real purpose 
for its over-kill exposure of the Municipal 
Council’s Ghana trip is to focus their 
spotlight upon the participation and in- 
volvement of Dr. Leonard Jeffries, not the 
expenditure of municipal funds.

A LOOK AT BOOKS 


“Africana” 


From Freedom to fashion - an encyclopedic look at African-Americans 


Scholar Henry Louis Gates Jr. realized a decades- 
old dream by compiling an encyclopedia of global 
African culture. 


The formidable text features in-depth essays, pic- 
tures, maps, tables and information about every- 
thing from apartheid to zouk music — making 
“Africana” the biggest work every dedicated to the 
study of Africans, both on the continent itself and in 
the global diaspora. 


“Pm so sick of people saying, ‘How do I find out 
about Yoruba culture? How do I find out about Wole 
Soyinka?’ Now, we can begin to address the West’s 
calculated ignorance about Africa over the last five 
centuries. There’s no excuse anymore. Now, it’s all 
here. 


“Africana,” (Basic Civias Books, 
$89.95) is a monumental volume 
with more than 3,500 entries, 
which cost more than $2 million 
to produce. 


Along with two old friends - Kwame Anthony 
Appiah and Wole Soyink, Gates has realized W.E.B. 
Du Bois’ dream of creating a comprehensive ency- 
clopedia of the culture of African peoples worldwide. 


Appiah co-edited the volume, and Soyinka, win- 
ner of the 1986 Nobel Prize. for Literature, chaired 
the encyclopedia’s editorial board. 


As the country’s premiere interpreter of the black 
experience, Gates has published several award- 
winning works of literary criticism, profiled the 
likes of Michael Jordan and Gen. Colin Powell for 
the New Yorker, opined on subjects like the 
Internet’s racial divide for The New York Times and 
penned a number of books, including “Thirteen 
Ways of Looking at a Black Man,” “Colored People: 
A Memoir” and most recently, “Wonders of the Afri- 
can World,” which accompanies his PBS series of 
the same name. 


Gates runs Harvard University’s department of 
African-American studies, which he has chaired 
since 1991. In less than a decade, the academic-su- 
perstar has single-handedly assembled a “dream 


team” of black intellectuals and turned the 
university's program into the foremost research fa- 
cility of is kind in he world. 


“Gates gives legitimacy to the idea that black 
people can flourish in academia, and he’s also pro- 
vided that the study of black people is legitimate,” 
says NAACP chairman Julian Bond. “He’s incred- 
ibly prolific, he’s good and he has the power of 
America’s richest university behind him. I’m a big 
fan.” 


Shaped in part by DuBois’ notion of the talented 
tenth — the idea that the smartest blacks will lead 
their people to greatness — Gates feels a huge obli- 
gation to give back to his community through his 
scholarly work. 

“I grew up with so many people who had so many 
good ideas,” he says. “But they were poor, they were 
black and they could never do these things. I can 
think of an encyclopedia, an anthology, a TV series 
and I can do for them. 


“Its a wonderful position to be in.”

Having a 
church background has allowed me to be able to 
sing every note, every lyric. I’m not a hip-hop 
buyer. But I love Mary J. Blige - I love the best of 
hip-hop. To me, Wyclef is not hip-hop - Faith is not 
hip-hop. Music is a wide range. My husband can 
rap, sing and dance. He can do it all, and that’s 
what I think of all these artists — they can do it all.

_ Q: With the constant scru- 
tiny of. your life, and ru- 
mors about your mar- 
riage, do you ever wonder 
if it’s worth it? 


Houston: I was talking to Joe Pesci some time ago 
~ we're both from New Jersey, and we were talking 
about being a regular person years ago and how we 
wanted the fame and fortune. But then we got it - we 
lost our lives. He wondered if we’d made the right 
choice. I think it’s fair to say it’s been more than I 
bargained for — I didn’t ask anybody to be up in my 
world or in my business. It’s not fair that our broth- 
ers and sisters-in-law get calls offering $100,000 for 
information about us. 


Ater seven years of marriage. [The media] sees it’s 
not a game; we are beginning to get a little more re- 
spect, they see that some people get married for real 
and for love. We have our ups and downs like any- 
body else. But it’s about staying together. I’m Mrs. 
Bobby Brown and not the other way around. That’s

not going to change. 


Q: We talked about rumors before, and one that seems 
to be getting stronger is the one about you and drugs. 
Why? 


Houston: I think because with people, it gotta be one 
thing or another. If we’re not fighting or screwing 
around, then we’re on drugs. I’m not going to tell you 
that Bobby and I are angels, because we're not. But 
we don’t go out in the street and make our stuff pub- 
lic knowledge. No, I’m not a drug addict, and neither 
is my husband. It that were so, you’d get less work 
out of me. It would show in the performances and in 
the work. A lot of what we go through is stress. When 
I’m stressed I don’t eat, and I guess that makes 
people think I’m on drugs. Some people eat; I don’t. 
But there is no problem, no reason for me to, like, 
check in. My mother is very up on it, and my mother 
isn’t having that. If there were a problem, she'd take 
control and do something. 


Q: Those rumors sort of started when you canceled on 
“The Academy Awards Show.” 


Houston: I was very ill around that time, [There 
was] a lot of stress coming down on me. The schedul- 
ing for rehearsals were in conflict with my many 
other duties, and I figured that if I'm not presentable 
and if I’m not feeling it from here [points to her 
heart], that I’m going to do worse damage to myself 
by appearing. The producers and I had a conversation 
about it and we straightened it out fine. 


Q: You teamed with Mariah Carey on a song from 
The Prince of Egypt soundtrack album, was there 
‘diva tension’? 


Houston: We came together to sing; we didn’t come 
together to fight,. Mariah and I never had a rivalry 
because I didn’t know her well enough to have one 
with her, and she didn’t know me well enough to have 
one with me. So when we met, we got to know each 
other, and now we're friends. 


Recording with Carey worked out beautifully. I was 
taught to stand flat foot and sing. I’m a church girl; it 
doesn’t matter who’s there singing with me, I’m going 
to sing. But singing with a voice like Mariah’s, it can 
only be complementary, cause the girl can go. There 
aint no lie about that. 


I really enjoyed working with her, and we had a great 
relationship. ld love to work with her in the future. 
We talked a lot of crap, a lot about what we can do 
together as two forces in the music industry, and be- 
ing women, it makes it even more potent. 
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The Babyface-produced ballad appears on Houston’s 
album, as well as Carey's greatest hits, and one of the 
movie's three soundtracks. 


Q: What can we expect from you in terms of touring? 


Houston: Listen, I’ve toured my tail off, man, every 
year I’ve done an album, I’ve been on the road. It’s 
not something I fancy; it’s a hard-knock life just going 
from city to city, bus to bus, living out of your suit- 
case. Id like to do it [somehow] with just not as much 
traveling and running around. 


Epilogue: In the span of one decade Whitney's list 
of accomplishments are very impressive: 


She achieved her first Grammy Award from her self 
titled debut album in 1985. That was followed by four 
more Grammy Awards, one in 1987 and three in 1994 
for her work on The Bodyguard which swept Album 
of the Year, Record of the Year and Best Pop Vocal 
Performance Female (both for “I Will Always Love 
You”) bringing her career total to five Grammys. She 
earned an impressive list of entertainment awards in- 
cluding 21 American Music Awards (the most for any 
female recording artist), 15 Billboard Music Awards, 
11 NAACP Image Awards, six People’s Choice 
Awards, six Soul Train Music Awards, five World Mu- 
sic Awards, two Emmy Awards, an MTV Music Video 
Award, an MTV Movie Award, a Cable Act Award, a 
Dove (Gospel) Award, a Blockbuster Entertainment 
Award and a Nickelodeon Kid’s Choice Award. In 
November 1995, she was inducted into the Soul Train 
Hall of Fame. In 1996, she achieved the honor of 
beinging inducted into Nickelodeon Kids. 


In summary, it seems that Whitney Houston has not 
only broken box office records but she has generated 
wildly successful selling soundtrack albums and hit 
singles in the process. 

Make no mistake, she is very much in control. 
Whitney’s quite simply the definitive pop female 
vocalist of the last fifteen or so years. Our hometown

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR: 
A salute to Prince Hall: 


Prince Hall was the founder of the oldest so- 
cial organization among African Americans, The 
Prince Hall Masons. While most Americans are ac- 
quainted with the word “Mason,” not many know 
about Prince Hall. 


Prince Hall was born on September 12, 1748, 
in Bridgetown, Barbados. British West Indies. His 
father was an Englishman and his mother was a 
free black woman of French ancestry. It’s important 
to know that Prince Hall was never a slave. 


He was not satisfied with the outlook for his 
father’s leather trade in the West Indies, to which 
he was an apprentice. At age 17, he worked his 
passage on a sailing vessel headed for Boston and 
he arrived in March 1765. He immediately found 
work in his leather trade and at age 25, Prince Hall 
had acquired real estate and was qualified to vote. 
Plus, he now owned and operated his soap manu- 
facturing business. Four years after arriving in 
Boston, he married Sarah Ritchory, who died at age 
24. Fifteen years later, in 1784, he married his sec- 
ond wife, Phoebe Baker. 


Hall joined the Methodist Church and became 
a preacher, and was considered the major leader in 
the black community. As a community leader he ad- 
vocated citizenship for black people, equality of the 
law and participation in government. 


He opposed all forms of racial and class dis- 
crimination and demanded protection of his people 
from social injustices. He also founded schools to 
educate black youth as well as adults. 


In March of 1775, Prince Hall and 14 other 
free black men were initialed into Masonry in Bos- 
ton by a British Army Lodge, the 38th Foot of the 
Third Brigade stationed in Boston. When the Bri- 
gade moved out of Boston, Hall was left with a dis- 
pensation to only hold meetings. There was no 
black Masonic Order (Grand Lodge) in America. 


Nine years later, in 1784, a determined Prince 
Hall applied to the Grand Lodge of England for a 
Masonic Charter, and in April, 1787, he was 
granted a Masonic charter from Scotland authoriz- 
ing him to establish a black Masonic Grand Lodge 
in America. Four years later in 17981, the first Af- 
rican Grand Lodge was formed and Hall was 
elected Grand Master. 


- Over the years he continued to be an advocate 
for brotherhood and charity and other African Ma- 
sonic lodges were formed in Philadelphia, and 
Rhode Island. The New Jersey Grand Lodge was 
established in 1848. In 1807, Prince Hall died of 


Pneumonia. Shortly after his death, black masons 
changed their Masonic Order from African Grand 
Lodge to Prince Hall Grand Lodge. 


As a result, today there are Prince Hall Black 
Grand Lodges throughout the United States, and in 
certain international countries. 


Although the founders of Prince Hall Masonry 
were free black men and the organization has re- 
mained predominantly black since its beginning, 
there are no racial restrictions, to membership. To- 
day, many Prince Hall Masonic brothers are not Af- 
rican Americans. 


The Prince Hall Grand Lodge of New Jersey is 
presently headed by the most Worshipful Grand 
Master, Reginald L. Warren, 33°, who resides in 
Plainfield. Under hid leadership, there are 52 
lodges divided into eight state districts. Plus the 
Order of the Eastern Stars, the ladies auxiliary and 
the concordant bodies. 


Fittingly, I salute Prince Hall during the new 
millennium, for his fight for equality, citizenship, 
education, participation in government and for be- 
ing the founder of the oldest African-American fra- 
ternal and social organization in America.
